London, Nov. 6.—An immense 


weight was lifted from the public 
mind by a brief official dispatcu, pub- 
lished this afternoon by which the 
continual stories of disaster at Lady- 
smith were proved to be false, al- 
though the dispatch itself revived 
the anxiety of the more timid in an- 
other direction as it indicates that 
General White, instead of pitting 
tight and acting wholly on the defen- 
sive, as it is held in many quarters 
he ought to do, persists in making 
sorties and risking another Nichol- 
son's Nek disaster. 
Generally, how- 


ever, the cheery tone of the dispatch, 
showing that there is no anxiety at 
Ladysmith as regards the ability of 
the beleaguered garrison to hold its 


own, 
has had an excellent effect on 


the country. 


From the fact that General White 


is able to take the offensive and shell 
a Boer camp it seems that Ladysmit^ 
is not so closely besieged as was sup- 
posed. Not much importance, how- 
ever, is attached to the shelling of 
the Boer laager, as the war office has 
no confirmation of the story that the 
Orange Free Staters' camp at Besters 
had been captured. Were this true, 
it might have considerable effect on 
the future attitude of the Orange 
Free State, which is not so directly 
concerned in the conflict 
at 
ths 


Transvaal. 


GETTING THEIR EYES OPEN. 
The movement of Boers into Cape 


Colony is beginning to awaken Brit- 
ish fear that they have greatly un- 
derestimated the forces they will 
have to meet, and that even General 
Buller's task may not be so easy as 
anticipated. 


It is becoming apparent that all 


the British calculations, based upon 
the loyalty of the population, are 
hopelessly at sea or there has been 
a very serious leakage of Dutch sym- 
pathizers from Natal and up colony. 
Otherwise there is no accounting for 
the large forces of burghers reported 
from all directions. 
The war office, 


consequently, is being urged to have 
more troops in readiness for all pos- 
sible demands. 


The evacuation of Colenso and the 


reported withdrawal of the British 
force from Stormburg are still un- 
explained. The former may be due 
to either the Boer artillery rendering 
the place untenable, or to the fact 
that the pressure elsewhere, possibly 
at Pietermaritzburg. has necessitated 
the concentration at a threatened 
point of all available troops. 


FEAR FOR DURBAN. 


It is said that if the objective point 


of the Boers traversing Zululand was 
Pietermaritsburg they ought shortly 
to be heard from. That the position 
is regarded as serious is apparent 
from the fact that British cruisers are 
hurrying to the Cape station. 


With regard to Stormburg it is 


claimed that if it turns out to be 
true that the place has been evac- 
uated it may either be due to the 
impossibility at present of provid- 
ing an adequate garrison to defend 
such important supplies against the 
Boer raids, or to a change in General 
Buller's 
plans 
whereby General 


Methune's division will be landed ai 
Durban to :elieve General White. If 
the latter plan is decided upon near- 
est available stores are those at 
Stormburg, and the quickest method 
of making the necessary provision for 
an advance will be to railroad those 
stores to East London, whence they 
will reach Durban before the first 
troops.

held in twelve states tomorrow. Ohio. 
Iowa, Kentucky, Mississippi, Mary- 
land and Massachusetts will elect a 
governor and other state 
officers; 


Nebraska, a judge of the supreme 
court and two regents of the state 
university; Pennsylvania, a treas- 
urer and a judge of the 
supreme 


court and of the superior court; South 
Dakota, three justices of the supreme 
court, and New Jersey and Virginia, 
a legislature. 
There are five tickets 


in Ohio, five in Iowa, six in Ken- 
tucky, two in Mississippi, three in 
Nebraska, two in South Dakota, three 
in Maryland, five in Pennsylvania 
and five in Massachusetts. 


In Kansas and Colorado county offi- 


cers are to be elected, and municipal 
elections will be held in San Fran- 
cisco, Salt Lake, New Orleans and 
Detroit. 


In New York state members of the 


lower branch of the legislature are 
to be chosen. County and judicial 
officers are to be elected in the four 
counties of greater New York. 


Interest centers chiefly in Ohio and 


Nebraska, as results, it is generally 
conceived, will have an 
important 


bearing as foreshadowing leadership 
of the two great parties next year in 
the national campaign.

Cincncinnati, Ohio, Nov. 6.—The 


arguments in the exciting Ohio cam- 
paign are closed, and today was used 
to put the last touches to the work of 
drawing out the full vote. The indi- 
cations now are for good weather and 
for a vote next in volume to that of 
a presidential election. 


The election of the decennial ap- 


praisers of real estate for the pur- 
pose of fixing the tax valuation for 
the next ten years is relied on to 
bring out all the farmers in the state. 
Aside from the estimate of ex-Gov- 
ernor James E. Campbell there has 
been no definite claim made of the 
vote for McLean. Campbell says 
McLean's plurality will be 40,000 if 
the 
democrats keep united. 
There 


has been a democratic muddle in 
Cleveland, and in Cincinnati there is 
a well defined opinion that the local 
faction in the republican party is 
much more concerned about the suc- 
cess of the county ticket than of the 
state ticket. 


These influences may offset 
each 


other by reducing the Nash vote in 
Cincinnati as much as it reduces the 
McLean vote in Cleveland. 


But in both cases there is a strong 


probability that Jones will be the

EXCITING IN KENTUCKY. 


Louisville, Ky., Nov. 6.—The cam- 


paign which closes tonight has been 
one of the most exciting ever known 
in the state. It has been bitterly

one, 
the likelihood of such an occur- 


rence is believed to be slight. Mayor 
Weaver has issued a proclamation 
urging every effort to secure a quiet 
and orderly election, the police are 
ready for any emergency and the 
state militia are in readiness for a 
call in case theii services are needed.

Capt. C. F. Hettler died at 6:30 


o'clock this morning at his home, 
99 East Lewis street, and in his de- 
mise one of the best known citizens 
of Fort Wayne passed from earth. 
Captain Hettler's death was due to 
pneumonia, and while his illness has 
been of comparatively short duration, 
his ciitical condition had been recog- 
nized from the first. 


One week ago Saturday 
Captain 


Hettler returned from a business trip 
to Chicago and was even then in the 
grasp of the insidious disease which 
terminated his long and active life 
this morning. The physicians at 
once recognized its seiious character 
and during the days inteivening had 
been lending eveiy 
assistance 
of 


medical skill to the stricken man 
in his courageous battle with disease. 
Occasionlly duiing the 
week 
his 


fi lends would take on new hope as 
conditions seemed 
more 
favorable, 


but the struggle was an 
unequal 


one. 
Saturday the patient passed a 


restful day and seemed better, but 
the improvement 
was 
only tem- 


porary. 


The patient sank asrain. and when 


on Sunday evening- he relapsed into 
uucosciousness it 
was recognized 


that the end was near. Through the 
Ions; night the feeble spark of life 
struggled for the masteiy, but with 
the dawn of a new day death had con- 
quered. 
Around the bedside 
were 


gathered the members of his family 
and a few close friends, who wit- 
nessed the falling of death's deep 
shadow. 


CAPTAIN HETTLER'S LIFE. 
Christopher Frederick Hettler had 


reached an age of sixty-five years, 
seven months and five days. He was 
born in Hohenhaslach, county Vai- 
hingen. 
Wurtemburg, 
Germany, 


April 1, 1834. He received the ad- 
vantages of a liberal education in 
his native country and in 1857 emi- 
grated to Ameiica, landing in New 
York city August 8 of that year. He 
at once proceeded to Preble county. 
Ohio, where he resided about four 
years. In the fall of 1861 Mr. Het- 
tler came to Allen county, living for 
one year at New Haven. 
In 1862 


he took up his residence in 
Fort 


Wayne, accepting a position with the 
Pennsylvania company in the shops, 
and his service with that company 
has been continuous, wi^i the ex- 
ception of the time devoted to his 
adopted country during 
the 
civil 


war. 
In 1871 he was appointed as- 


sistant purchasing agent 
for 
the 


Pennsylvania company, serving in 
this capacity until a few years ago, 
when he was advanced to purchasing 
agent, and in this important capacity 
bought all the lumber used by the 
Pennsylvania company on its lines 
west of Pittsburg. This position he 
occupied at the time of his death. 


LOYAL AND PATRIOTIC. 


Though of foreign birth, Mr. Het- 


tler was thoroughly American and 
his devotion to American institutions 
was whole-hearted and sincere. His 
stirring loyalty was recognized by 
Governor Oliver P. Morton and in 
1864 Mr. Hettler was appointed re- 
cruiting officer in this city. By his 
efforts many recruits were 
enlisted 


and from them he selected a company 
of which he was commissioned cap- 
tain. The command was assigned to 
service as company C, of the 
One 


Hundred and Forty-second regiment 
Indiana volunteers and saw service 
with the army of the Cumberland. 
When the regiment was mustered 
out of service July 14, 1865, Captain 
Hettler returned to the employ of the 
Pennsylvania company. 


HIS PUBLIC SERVICES. 


Since 1862 Captain Hettler 
had 


been prominent in the public affairs 
of Fort Wayne and his vigorous per- 
sonality has left its impress upon 
the city's growth. 
From 1873 to 


1882 he represented the Second ward 
in the city council and his record 
there, as in all services, public and 
private, was an untiring effort for 
progress and the principles which he 
believed to be right. His individual- 
ity was pronounced and his courage 
undaunted. 
Captain Hettler 
was 


largely instrumental la the 
Intro- 


duction of the fire alarm •yttea and 
other improvements in the flre ftgfct- 
ing service. 
As lout afo M 1*T« 


HetUet tMfc„—,tte Matt* 


of municipal ownership of the city 
water works system, and then deliv- 
ered what is believed to be the first 
speech advocating the idea that Fort 
Wayne should build, own and con- 
trol her system of water works, in- 
stead of having it in the hands of 
private coiporations 
The vindica- 


tion of this position came in 1879, 
when the people of the city endorsed 
this view by a vote of 2,533 against 
a minority vote of 561. 


IN THE SOCIETIES. 


Since its organization Captain Het- 


tler had held the position of treas- 
urer of the Fort Wayne Building and 
Loan Fund Savings association, the 
largest organization of its kind in 
Indiana, and which has been largely 
instrumental in building up the resi- 
dence districts of Fort Wayne. 
In 


this organization Captain Hettler's 
splendid business judgment was of 
much value. He was also prominent 
as a member of Harmony lodge No. 
19, I. 0. 0. F., of Siou S. Bass post 
No. 40, G. A. R., and of the 
Fort 


Wayne Saengerbund. 


Captain Hettler was united in mar- 


riage March 21, 1861, to Catherine 
Furthmiller, of New Haven, and their 
long married life had been singularly 
happy. Mrs. Hettler survives, to- 
gether with one son, Herman H., 
who was bom June 17, 1862, and is 
now 
prominently 
identified 
with 


lumber 
interests in Chicago. The 


son arrived from Chicago Friday and 
was with his father during the clos- 
ing days of his life. 


The funeral services will be held 


Wednesday afternoon at 1:30 from 
the residence, and at 2 o'clock from 
Bethel Evangelical church, corner of 
East DeWald and Clinton streets. 


Rev. 
Evans, the pastor, will officiate. 


The interment will be at Lindenwood.

COUNCIL TAKES ACTION. 


There is one case of small pox in 


Fort Wayne. 
The board of health 


has taken every precaution to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease. Strict- 
est quarantine has been enforced, the 
council hat appropriated 81,000 to 
be used in fighting the disease, and 
general vaccination has been ordered. 
Several persons have been exposed 
and they are under quarantine. The 
board of health by taking immediate 
action has minimized the danger of 
an epidemic and The Sentinel feels 
safe in asserting that there will be 
no spread of the disease if citizens 
will follow the instructions of the 
health authorities. 


AXT HOME QUARANTINED. 
The board of health has established 


quarantine at the home of Charles 
W. Axt, No. 154 East Lewis street, 
where the wife and mother is 
ill 


with email pox. Saturday afternoon 
the physician who was attending 
Mrs. Axt informed Dr. J. E. Miller, 
president of the board of health, that 
he believed the woman was suffering 
with small pox. Dr. Miller ordered 
an investigation and the symptom*, 
pointed so strongly to small 
pox 


:hat 
a meeting of the board of health 


was called and the members of the 
ward and Mayor Scherer met in Dr. 
Miller's office at 8 o'clock and dis- 
ussed the situation. It was decided 
to establish quarantine and Health 
Officers Broeking, Miller and Aubrey 
were stationed near the house and in- 
structed to allow no person to enter. 
The quarantine was in full effect be- 
'ore 9 o'clock Saturday night. 


CASE UNMISTAKABLE. 


Drs. Proegler, Hertz 
and 
other 


thysicians who have had experience 
n treating small pox cases saw the 
woman, studied the symptoms of the 
case and pronounced it small pox. 
Every physician who has been told 
of the symptoms expresses himself 
as certain that Mrs. Axt is ill with 
the terrible disease, although it is 
not present in its virulent form. In 
all the investigations the physicians 
have been unable to determine just 
how the woman could have contracted 
the disease, as it is not known that 
any member of the Axt family has 
)een exposed. 
Two chldren who at- 


tended St. Paul's Lutheran school, 
were taken down about two weeks 
ago with what the mother and neigh- 
jors believed was chicken pox, and 
they were treated with family rem- 
edies and recovered. Afterward the 
mother was taken down with appar- 
ently the same disease and a physi- 
ian was called. 
The woman was 


suffering with a high fever, 
had 


pains in the back and her body was 
covered with eruptions 
presenting 


the white-capped capsules always 
prevalent in small pox. Satisfied 
that it was a ca*e of small pox, a re- 
port was made to the board of health. 


CHILDREN WERE IN SCHOOL. 
The children had been in attend- 


ance at school part 
of 
the 
time 


while suffering with the 
supposed 


chicken 
pox and neighbors and 


friends were daily visitors at 
the 


Axt home. As soon as the board Of 
health learned this an order was is- 
sued that St. Paul's Lutheran schools 
should close, and from the family 
was learned the names of neighbors 
who had been visitors during the 
sickness. 
These visitors were con- 


fined to four families, including the 
Axt family, and the houses in which 
these visitors reside have been placed 
under strict quarantine and the three 
health officers are taking torn about 
enforcing the quarantine. Ho pedes- 
trian* are allowed to pass the house 
and people are warned to keep •• far 
away as possible. While the mem- 
bers of the board of health have He 
fears of an epidemic, they would not 
be surprised if there stoowld be other 
cases in the families who have been 
exposed.

What 
made it bad was that the mother was 
nursing an infant.

He was of the 
opinion that a physician should bf 
employed to attend the women and 
give up all his other practice. II 
there was any further spread of the 
disease this physician, who should 
be well paid, could attend to all the 
cases. 


DR. KESLER EXPLAINS. 


Dr. Kesler, secretary of the cit;- 


board, explained the action that tlu 
board had taken and said that he 
agreed with Dr. Proegler that it was 
best to employ a physician to stay 
at the Axt home and treat the womaE 
and if theip were any more cases hf 
could also attend to them. Theie was 
no doubt, he said, that the disease, 
was smallpox. It had been standing 
since Tuesday and the diagnosis was 
not made until Saturday and there 
had been several persons exposed. 
While the strictest quarantine was 


done and 
every person whom the 


board could learn had been exposed 
was quarantined. 
He said that he 


did not speak authoritatively, but he 
believed the board of health would 
oppose allowing any doctor to attend 
smallpox cases and attend his regu- 
lar practice. A representative of the 
board of health must see every case 
that exists and keep the board posted 
as to progress. 


APPROPRIATION OF 81,000. 
Councilman Buhr said that he had 


been informed that the sanitary offi- 
cers mailed letters from the quaran- 
tined houses.

to the human race, and so it is 


not to be wondered at that the specta- 
cle of whole train* of railroad cars 
being sent whizzing down a railroad 
line to meet in a roaring crash at the 
place of demolition, and sing one 
above the other in a splintered and 
demoralized 
heap, has 
attracted 


crowds of spectators to the scene of 
this free entertainment. 


The work of demolishing these cars 


by sending them smashing together 
is being carried on by the American 
Car and Foundry company's Michi- 
gan branch. 
The company recently 


received 13,000 cars from the Lehigh 
Valley road as a part of the contract 
with that line. The can were out of 
date and could not be used again, and 
the only really valuable portions of 
them 
were the 
iron work, axles, 


wheels 
and other sections of 
the 


metal parts. The problem that pre- 
sented itself was how to separate 
these parts from the woodwork with- 
out the work costing too much for 
the profit involved. 


In no other country in the world 


but America, it is safe to say, could 
such a solution of the problem have 
been found as that of making kind- 
ling wood of the cars by means of 
collisions. The company well knew 
the result of trains of cars coming to- 
gether from 
opposite directions at 


express speed. Why not construct a 
collision railroad and let the cars 
destroy themselves? 


It was a brilliant idea, and has 


been effectively carried out. The 
road was built with a deep declivity 
on either side^cf the hollow at thp 
center; the cars were got together in 
batches of fifty and given a start in 
their merry race to destruction. 
It 


provided a spectacle that could not 
be equaled by any scenic show in the 
world. 


Every afternoon the free 
show 


goes on. At night the remains are 
burned. A bonfire is built under the 
ruins of what was once good rolling 
stock, and by the morning all that is 
required is for the workmen to rake 
over the ashes for the ironwork that 
has stood the fire. 


The excitement among the crowds 


that gather to witness the daily col- 
lisions grows with every repetition 
of the spectacle. The first two trains 
crashed together, piling the ruins in 
a heap, and this heap provides an ad- 
ditional obstacle for the next lot of 
cars to vent their fury upon. The 
second grand collision is far superior 
to the first. The engines start the 
cars off with a great push, and as 
they whizz down the inclined rail- 
road they gather speed, until thous- 
ands of feet of iron and metal are 
whirling along in opposite directions 
at a speed of eigty miles an hour. 
Meeting at this place, the shock is 
simply terrific. 
The first cars are 


ground to splinters, sent 
whirl- 


ing into the air, to fall back in 
unrecognizable 
shapelessness onto 


the pile. The following cars are tele- 
scoped, flattened out, torn to pieces in 
the wild crash of the collision, sent 
climbing one over the other, locked 
in a deadly embrace that ends at the 
top of the wreckage. 


Scarcely has the quivering mass of 


wood and iron settled down before 
the whole heap is driven into itself 
once more, banged and 
battered, 


splintered smaller, smashed flatter 
and broken into a half dozen pieces 
where it was only broken in two be- 
fore, by another whirling tangle sent 
with the force of 10,000 battering 
rams into the shaking pile. 


Then more and more cars, each col- 


lision exceeding in 
spectacular ex- 


citement the previous one because of 
the constantly increasing size of the 
immovable force that meets the al- 
most irresistible one. 


It is a great show, and if the com- 


pany charged an 
admission 
fee it 


would probably net a handsome sum 
from the exhibition. As it is, it is 
more concerned with the destruction 
of the cars as quickly as possible 
than in furnishing amusement to the 
Michiganders.

London, Nov. 6.—An 
immense 


weight wns lifted from the public 
mind by a brief official dispatch, pub* 
lished this afternoon by which the 
L-ontinual stories of disaster at Lady- 
smith were proved to be false, al- 
though the dispatch itself revived 
the anxiety of the more timid in an- 
other direction as it indicates that 
General White, instead of pitting 
tight and acting wholly on the defen- 
sive, as it is held in many quarter's 
he ought to do, persists in making 
sorties and risking another Nichol- 
son's Nek disaster. Generally, how- 
ever, the cheery tone of the dispatch, 
showing that there is no anxiety at 
Ladysmith as regards the ability of 
the beleaguered garrison to hold its 
own, 
has had an excellent effect on 


the country. 


From the fact that General White 


is able to take the offensive and shell 
a Boer camp it seems that LadysraitV 
is act so closely besieged as was sup- 
posed. Not much importance, how- 
ever, is attached to the shelling of 
the Boer laager, as the war office has 
no confirmation of the story that the 
Orange Free Staters' camp at Besters 
had been captured. Were this true, 
it might have considerable effect ott 
the future attitude of the Orange 
Free State, which is not so directly 
concerned in the conflict 
at 
the 


Transvaal. 


GETTING THEIB EYES OPEN. 
The movement of Boers Into Cape 


Colony is beginning to awaken Brit- 
ish fear that ttiey have greatly un- 
dtreitllnated the forces they will 
have to meet, and that even General 
Buller's task may not be so easy as 
anticipated. 


it It becoming apparent tliat all 


the British calculations, based upon 
the loyalty of the population, ore 
hopelessly at sea or there has been 
a very serious leakage of Dutch sym- 
pathizer! from Natal and up colony. 
Otherwise there is no accounting for 
the large forces of burghers reported 
from all directions. The war office, 
consequently, is being urged to have 
more troops In readiness for all pos- 
sible demands. 


The evacuation of Colenso and the

Hettler returned from a business trip 
to Chicago and was even then in the 
grasp of the insidious disease which 
terminated his long and active life 
this morning. The physicians at 
once recognized its serious diameter 
and during the days intervening had 
been lending every 
assistance qf 


medical skill to the stricken man 
in his courageous battle1 with disease. 
Occaslonlly during; the 
week 
his 


friends would tuke on new hope as 
conditions seemed more favorable, 
but the struggle was an 
unequal 


Saturday the patient passed a 


restful day nnd seemed better, but 
the impro\-ement 
wns only 
tem- 


pora'ry. 


The patient snnk njrain. and when 


on Sunday evening he relapsed Into 
uncosclousness 
it 
wns recognized 


that the end wns near. Through the 
Ion;; night the feeble spark of life 
struggled for the mastery, but with 
the tlnwu of a new day death had con- 
quered. 
Around the bedside were 


gothered the members of his family 
and a few close friends, who wit- 
nessed the falling of death's deep 
shadow. 


CAPTAIN 'HETTLER'S LIFE. 
Christopher Frederick Hettler had 


reached an age of slxty-Ave years, 
seven months and five days. He was 
born In Hohenliaslach, county Vnl- 
hingen, 
Wurtemburg, 
Germany, 


April 1, 1834. He received the ad- 
vantages of n liberal education in 
his native country and in 1857 emi- 
grated to America, landing in New 
York city August 8 of that year. He 
at once proceeded to Preble county. 
Ohio, where he resided about four 
years. In the fall of 1801 Mr. Het- 
tler came to Allen county, living for 
one year at New Haven. 
In 1862 


lie took up his residence 
in 
Fort 


Wayne, accepting a position with the 
Pennsylvania company In the shops, 
and his service with that company 
lias been continuous, wi\h the ex- 
ception of the time devoted to his 
adopted country during 
the 
civil 


war. In 1871 he was appointed as- 
sistant purchasing agent 
for 
the 


Pennsylvania company, serving 
:in 


this capacity until a few years ago, 
when he wns advanced to purchasing 
agent, and in this important capacity 
bought all the lumber used by the 
Pennsylvania company on its lines 
west of Pittsburg. This position he 
occupied nt the time of his death. 


LOYAL AND PATRIOTIC. 


Though of foreign birth, Mr. Het- 


tler was thoroughly American and 
iiis devotion to American institutions 
was whole-hearted and sincere. His 
stirring loyalty was recognized by 
Governor Oliver P. Morton and in 
1864 Mr. Hettler was appointed re- 
cruiting officer in this city. By his 
efforts many recruits were enlisted 
and from them he selected a company 
of which he was commissioned cap- 


The command wns assigned to 


service ns company C, of the 
One 


Hundred and Forty-second regiment 
Indiana volunteers and saw service 
with the army of the Cumberland. 
When the regiment was 
mustered 


out of service July 14, 1835, Captain 
Hettler returned to the employ of the 
Pennsylvania company. 


HIS PUBLIC SERVICES. 


Since 1862 Captain Hettler 
had 


been prominent in the public affairs 
of Fort Wayne and his vigorous per- 
sonality has left its impress upon 
the city's growth. 
From 1873 to 


1882 be represented the Second ward 
in the city council and his record 
there, as in all services, public and 
private, wns an untiring effo'rt for 
progress nnd the principles which he 
believed to be right. His individual- 
ity wi\s pronounced and his courage 
undaunted. 
Captain Hettler 
was 


largely instrumental in the 
intro- 


duction of the fire alnrm system and 


improvements in the fire fight- 


ing service. 
As long; ago as 1876 


Captain Hettler took ujt the matter 


of municipal ownership of ithe city 
water works system, and then dellv 
ered what is believed to be the fire 
speech advocating the idea that For 
Wayne should build, own and con 
trol her system of water works, in 
stead of having it in the hands of 
private corporations. 
The vindica- 


tion of this position came in 1879 
when the people of the city endorsee 
this view by a vote of 2,533 against 
a minority vote of 561. 


IN THE SOCIETIES. 


Since its organization Captain Het- 


tler had held the position of treas- 
urer of the Fort Wayne Building and 
Loan Fund Savings association, the 
largest organization of its kind in 
Indiana, nnd which has been largely 
instrumental in building up the resi- 
dence districts of Fort Wayne. 
In 


this organization Captain Hettler's 
splendid business judgment was of 
much value. He was also prominent 
as a member of Harmony lodge No. 
19, I. O. O. F., of Sion S. Bass post 
No. 40, G. A. R.r and of the 
Fort 


Wayne Saengerbund. 


Captain Hettler was united in mar- 


riage March 21, 1881, to Catherine 
Furthmiller, of New Haven, and their 
ong married life had been singularly 
happy. 
Mrs. Hettler survives, to- 


gether with one son, Herman H., 
who was born June 17, 1868, and is 
now 
prominently 
identified 
with 


umber 
interests in Chicago. 
The 


son arrived from Chicago Friday and 
vas with his father during the clos- 
ng days of his life. 


The funeral services will be held 


Veduesday afternoon at 1:30 from 
he residence, and at 2 o'clock from 
Bethel Evangelical church, corner of 
East DeWald and Clinton streets.

DR. KESLER EXPLAINS. 


Dr. Kcslor. secretary of the cit;* 


board, explained the action that the 
board had taken and said that he 
agreed with Dr. Proegler that it was 
best to employ a physician to stay 
at the Axt home nnd treat the woman 
and if there were any more cases lit 
could also attend to them. There was 
no doubt, he said, that the diseast 
was smallpox. It had been standing 
since Tuesdny and the diagnosis was 
not made until Saturday nnd there 
had been several persons exposed. 
While the strictest quarantine wat 
being enforced it was necessary that 
money should be appropriated, as the 
board of health could not success- 
fully cope with the disease unless 
they had the money and plenty of it. 
Besides a doctor it would be neces- 
sary to employ a cook and with the 
quarantine 
and other precautions 


hundreds of dollars would be needed 
within a few dnys. 


DR. DRAYER'S VIEWS. 


The councilmen asked for a state- 


ment from Dr. L. P. Draycr, cily bac- 
teriologist. He snid he would lay be- 
fore the bonrd the exact needs of the 
board. 
First was rigid quarantine 


and that was now in force. But more 
men were needed, as the three now 
employed had other infectious dis- 
eases such ns diphtheria and scarlet 
fever to look nfter. Second, a nurse 
was needed to take care of the mother 
and child and this nurse would cost 
not less than $15 a week. 
Third, 


there should be n physician employed 
to attend exclusively to the small- 
pox cases, a smallpox physician the 
bacteriologist called him. 
If there 


was spread of the disease this physi- 
cian could attend to all the cases. 
Fourth, ttt2 city should provide for 
the vaccination of all people who 


ere unable to pay for vaccination\ 


A house-to-house inspection should 
be made and men were needed to go 
about it. He did not know how much 
this would cost, but he did believe 
the council should not limit the ex- 
penditures of the board of health in 
its efforts to prevent spread of the 
disease. 


DISCUSSED IN COUNCIL. 


Councilman Hosey said the board 


should make an estimate of its needs 
ml he believed the council would ap- 
propriate any sum necessary. 
There 


were requirements of law which must 
be followed and if the board of health 
made a requisition and the comptrol- 
er recommended the appropriation 
;he council would pass an oi'dinance. 
Councilman Schuhler believed that 
he sum could be limited now nnd an 
additional appropriation made at the i 


next regular meeting of the council, 
one week from Tuesday. Councilman 
Ehrman asked if the begird could get 
along without an appropriation until 
the next meeting and Secretary Kes- 
ler said they might if the council 
would agree to meet all the bills. 


Councilman Bauer moved that the 


board be given full power and accept- 
ed Councilman Bench's suggestion 
hat an estimate be submitted at the 
next meeting- of the council. Coun- 
cilman Hosey then called attention to 
.he charter which prohibited officers

OPINION OF DOCTORS. 


Dr. C. B. Stemen said that the fam- 


ily should have something to say as 
to the employment of a physician. If 
the family wanted a certain physi- 
cian, they should be allowed to coll 
aim.

The fact that an unmistakable 


case of smallpox exists in 
Fort 


Wayne is not occasion for panic. 
Keep cool, keep clean, observe quar- 
antine regulations—and get vacci- 
nated. 


The health authorities have acted 
ith great promptitude and with 


commendable vigar. The city coun- 
iil has appropriated ample funds to 
enforce qxiarnntiiie, insure proper 
attendance for the sick and exposed 
and guard against spread of disease. 
The people of the city can easily do 
the rest by taking proper precau- 
tions for personal immunity. 


The quarantine regulations will be 


stringently established and vigor- 
ously enforced without favor to any 
one or respect to persons.

Thompson, chief of the internal rev- 
enue bureau in this city, declared 
that nt least 10 per cent, of the reve- 
nue stamps used daily In the Wall 
street district having already been 
cancelled were fraudulent. 


Chief Thompson said this when 


asked about the arrest by him in 
Newark, on Saturday, of Caleb L. 
Crockett and C. J. Lee, on a charge 
of 
restoring 
cancelled 
revenue 


stamps and selling them for the sec- 
ond time. ' Mr. Thompson's juris- 
diction extends to northern New Jer- 
sey, and he said that for two months 
he has been watching Crockett. 


It is estimated by Chief Thompson 


thnt the government is defrauded of 
at least $5,000 a day by the use of 
second hand stamps in the section 
of the city south of Fulton street. 
Ho snys that revenue stumps worth 
about 950.000 are daily required in 
the transactions of that district, and 
that 10 per cent, of this total is rep- 
resented in restored stumps. 


Chief Thompson, who made the 


first arrest for this crime six months 
ago. said the work of restoring can- 
celled revenue stamps was being car- 
ried on to a large extent and that he 
was striving to arrest the swindlers 
ns fast as his varied duties would 
permit. He said there was no con- 
nection between the arrests in New- 
ark on Saturday 
night and that 


early in October of Freeman Strait 
In this city. 


"Crockett," Chief Thompson said, 


"was manager of a large establish- 
ment In Newark, and his position 
was important and 'lucrative. 
He 


as been engaged in washing stamps 
or a long time. I have been watch- 
ng him for two or three months. 
This is the first cns« of this kind 
we have run down in • New Jersey. 


I heard thnt Crockett had en- 


gaged n room in the Palace hotel, 
Newark, and with several of my 
men, I engaged the adjoining room. 
Lee was there, and Crockett came In 
about 8 o'clock.

ahead for a little while, and then we 
entered. 
I caught ithem at work 


with a lot of stamps,'nnd a bottle of

found on the table.'' 


Chief Thompson said stamps taken 


averaged

:han any he had previously seized. 


Messenger boys, 
Mr. Thompson 


said, are engaged to a large extent 
jy the stamp swindlers in carrying 
on their work. 
He told of finding 


ten $50 bills on a messenger boy he 
recently called to his office. 


•I will venture to assert," the 


chief said, "that I can go through 
New or Broad street and take intc 
custody the first fifty messenger 
boys indiscriminately and by search- j 
ing these fifty boys find at least 
twenty-five with washed or restored ! 
revenue stamps, and 
even though ! 


the boys receive good stamps they ' 
often substitute washed stamps and 
sell the good ones fit a discount. 


"Whenever anyone offers stamps 


for sale at a greater discount than 
1 per cent, for $100 worth, the per- 
son offering them and the stamps 
themselves should be looked upon 
with suspicion. 
The greatest dis- 


count anyone can get Is 1 per cent. 


$100 worth, which is the most 


the government allows." 


Chief Thompson said although the 


denominations of revenue 
stamps 


varied from 
l/s cents to $1,000, he 


lias never discovered any greater 
than $50 being discounted. He said 
that stamps of the denominations of 
$1, $3, $5 and $10 were most offer- 
ed, and that the $1 stamps were used 
with greater 
frequency by swind- 


lers. 


For this crime the penalty is five 


years in prison and a fine of $1,000. 
Chief Thompson, as an indication of 
the extent to which the swindle was 
being carried on, said that he had 
$25,000 in cancelled stamps in his 
safe.

SMASHING UP CARS. 


Fifty railroad collisions a day are 


to be witnessed free on the outskirts 
of Detroit, Mich., with most thrilling 
accompaniments of crash, smash and 
wholesale ilestructivenoss of every- 
thing accept life, says the Baltimore 
Sun. 
Thei-e is a charm about pulling 


down that building up never poa- 


seses to the human race, and so it is 
not to be wondered at that the specta- 
cle of whole trains of railroad cars 
being sent whizzing down a railroad 
line to meet in a, roaring crash at the 
place of demolition, and sing one 
above the other in a splintered and 
demoralized 
heap, has 
attracted 


crowds of spectators to the scene of 
this free entertainment. 


The work of demolishing these cars 


by sending them smashing together 
is being carried on by the American 
Car and Foundry company's Michi- 
gan branch. The company recently 
received 13,000 cars from the Lehigh 
Valley road as a part of the contract 
with that line. The cars were out of 
date and could not be used again, and 
the only really valuable portions of 
them 
were the iron work, axles, 


wheels and other sections of 
the 


metal parts. The problem that pre- 
sented itself was how to 
separate 


these parts from the woodwork with- 
out the work costing too much for 
the profit involved. 
| 


In no other country in the world 


but America, it is safe to say, could 
such a. solution of the problem have 
been found as that of making kind- 
ling wood of the cars by means of 
collisions. 
The company well knew 


the result of trains of cai-s coming to- 
gether from 
opposite directions at 


express speed. Why not construct a 
collision railroad and let the cars 
destroy themselves? 


It was a brilliant idea, and has 


been effectively carried out. The 
road was built with a deep declivity 
on either side^of the hollow at the 
center; the cars were got together in 
batches of fifty and given a start in 
their merry race to destruction. 
It 


provided a spectacle that could not 
be equaled by any scenic show in the 
world.

Every a f ternoon the free

Meeting at this place, the shock is 
simply terrillc. The first cars arc 
ground to splinters, sent whirl- 
ing into the air, to fall back in 
unrecognizable 
shapelessness 
onto 


the pile. The following cars are tele- 
scoped, flattened out, torn to pieces In 
the wild crash of the collision, sent 
climbing one over the other, locked 
in a deadly embrace that ends at the 
top of the wreckage.

the whole heap is driven into itself 
once more, banged and battered, 
splintered smaller, smashed flatter 
and broken into a half dozen pieces 
where it was only broken in two be- 
fore, by another whirling tangle sent 
with the force of 10,OOO battering 
rams into the shaking pile.
